To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the 
County  Borough  of  West  Hartlepool. 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  fourth  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  County  Borough  of  West  Hartlepool. 

The  year  under  review  was  from  a  weather  point  of  view  most 
exceptional,  and  we  enjoyed  the  driest  summer  experienced  for  many 
years,  accompanied  by  a  maximum  of  sunshine. 

During  this  spell  the  water  supplied  showed  not  the  slightest 
diminution  in  quantity  nor  quality,  thus  indicating  the  excellence  of  the 
source,  both  from  a  purity  point  of  view,  and  from  the  abundance  of 
supply. 

Contrary  to  expectations,  or  rather  to  past  experience,  the  death 
rate  from  summer  diarrhoea  showed  a  considerable  decrease,  indicating 
in  no  small  measure  the  care  now  being  taken  in  the  handling  of  food 
and  milk,  and  vindicating  in  no  small  measure  the  money  spent  on 
preventive  measures. 

The  marriage  rate  and  birth  rate  are  both  extremely  low,  with 
the  death  rate  about  stationary.  An  outbreak  of  influenza  in  the  early 
part  of  the  year,  and  a  periodic  visitation  of  measles,  show  the  evil  effects 
of  their  presence  by  an  increase  in  the  death  returns.  Scarlet  fever, 
although  much  heavier  in  incidence  in  this  town,  never  quite  reached 
epidemic  form,  and  we  survived  the  year  without  losing  a  single  life  from 
this  cause. 
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Diphtheria  showed  a  slight  increase  in  numbers,  but  also  an 
extraordinary  increase  in  virulence,  a  large  percentage  of  the  cases  being 
very  severe,  and  some  hopeless  from  the  outset. 

Typhoid  Fever,  referred  to  later  in  the  report,  continued  to  throw 
a  large  amount  of  work  on  the  Department,  but  fortunately  we  were  able 
to  work  without  any  publicity,  so  that  no  alarm  was  given  to  the  inhabit¬ 
ants  of  the  Borough,  and  no  loss  of  trade  or  industry,  so  valuable  at  the 
moment,  occurred. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  dropped  from  last  year’s  figure,  in 
spite  of  the  presence  of  influenza  and  measles,  and  we  were  able  to  finish 
the  year  feeling  that  generally  speaking  we  have  nothing  to  be  ashamed 
of  in  the  health  of  West  Hartlepool. 

To  all  who  are  interested  in  the  health  of  the  Borough,  I  should 
urge  a  close  perusal  of  the  facts,  figures,  and  statistics  in  the  accompanying 
report.  The  facts  may  appear  stale  and  uninteresting,  but  a  fuller 
knowledge  of  the  work  in  a  health  department,  and  the  efforts  being  made 
in  preventive  measures  to  save  life,  can  be  anything  but  unprofitable. 

I  wish  to  extend  my  thanks  to  the  Council  for  their  help  and 
consideration  in  the  carrying  out  of  my  duties,  and  to  my  colleagues  and 
staff  for  their  very  helpful  collaboration  in  my  daily  work,  and  in  the 
preparation  of  this  report.

The  work  of  the  midwives  was  satisfactorily  carried  out  during  the 
year.  Thirty-two  midwives  notified  their  intention  to  practise  in  the  area, 
and  their  supervision  was  in  the  hands  of  Dr.  Maclean,  the  Lady  Assistant 
Medical  Officer.

The  Matron  and  Staff  are  again  to  be  congratulated  on  a  very 
successful  year  s  working,  and  the  numbers  dealt  with  again  proved  a 
record  for  the  Home.

INFANT  WELFARE  CENTRES. 

The  total  attendances  at  the  Welfare  Centres  continue  to  show  an 
increase,  while  the  return  visits  of  mothers  with  young  infants  are  very 
satisfactory. 

It  is  the  aim  of  doctors  and  nurses  connected  with  Infant  Welfare 
Centres  to  encourage  breast  feeding.  There  are  many  extraneous  influences 
at  work  with  which  one  has  to  contend,  so  that  it  is  most  gratifying  to 
note  during  the  past  year  that  there  were  more  breast-fed  babies  attending 
than  there  had  been  in  the  preceding  year.  Every  encouragement  has 
been  given  mentally  and  materially  in  this  respect,  and  it  would  seem  that 
the  provision  of  “Colact”  or  Cod  Liver  Oil  and  Malt  at  half  the  cost  price, 
or  in  special  cases  free,  has  helped  much  in  this  respect.  The  proportion 
of  nursing  mothers  receiving  such  help  is  about  1  :  2  up  to  five  months, 
after  which  this  ratio  is  reversed.  From  this  it  would  seem  that  extra 
help  of  this  kind  is  specially  desirable  in  the  later  months  of  lactation, 
when  many  a  child  would  not  receive  its  natural  food  up  to  the  desired 
age  of  nine  months.  There  is  a  marked  falling-off  in  breast  feeding, 
however,  after  the  first  month,  the  second  month  showing  about  5%  fewer 
mothers  feeding  their  babies.  Many  of  these  women  cease  to  feed  owing 
to  want  of  will  power,  added  to  bad  advice  from  too  officious  neighbours, 
but  it  is  a  fact  that  not  a  few  of  these  wavering  mothers  have  eventually 
fed  their  infants  for  the  full  nine  months,  when  encouraged  psychologically 
by  the  granting  of  extra  “support”  at  reduced  rates. 
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The  mother  who  feeds  her  child  for  one  year  or  over  is  unfortunately 
still  found,  ten  having  been  recorded  during  the  year.  Such  mothers  are 
surprised  that  the  baby  ceases  to  gain  weight.  Condensed  milk — that 
other  bugbear  of  infant  feeding  for  a  prolonged  period —  is  not  so  much  in 
evidence  as  it  has  been,  though  thirty  babies  were  noted  as  being  so  fed 
when  first  brought  to  the  Centres. 

Throughout  the  year,  as  in  former  years,  there  has  been  the  closest 
co-operation  between  Health  Visitors  and  Doctors,  a  fact  which  helps 
much  in  the  successful  conduct  of  welfare  centres  as  large  as  those  in  West 
Hartlepool  have  now  become. 

Thanks  are  due  also  to  the  band  of  Voluntary  Workers,  who  come 
week  after  wreek,  thereby  giving  much  assistance  in  the  carrying  out  of  the 
more  social  aspect  of  the  clinics,  which  seems  to  be  much  appreciated  by 
the  mothers. 

The  arrangement  whereby  the  School  Dentist,  Ophthalmic  and 

■ 

Aural  Surgeons,  attend  to  cases  referred  from  the  Welfare  Centres,  con¬ 
tinues  to  be  a  great  boon.  It  is  significant  that  in  1933,  twenty-one  cases 
were  sent  to  the  Dentist,  whereas  in  1932  there  were  only  eight. 


U.V.R,  TREATMENT  CLINIC. 

The  “Sunlight”  Clinic  continues  to  be  a  boon  to  the  babies  of  the 
town.  There  is  usually  a  waiting  list  at  each  Welfare  Centre  for  treat¬ 
ment  of  this  kind.  In  fact,  as  was  said  before,  a  daily  clinic  would  be  of 
great  benefit  if  it  could  be  so  arranged. 

In  suitable  cases  it  is  remarkable  to  note  how  the  general  health 
of  a  child  improves  after  a  course  of  Ultra-Violet  Rays.  They  eat  better 
become  livelier,  and  soon  find  their  feet  in  cases  of  retarded  walking. 
Indeed  the  opening  of  this  clinic  has  been  amply  rewarded  by  the  results 
obtained,

ANTE-NATAL  CLINIC. 

The  removal  of  the  Ante-Natal  Clinic  to  the  more  central  position 
of  Mill  House  has  fully  justified  itself  during  the  past  year.  The  women 
find  the  accommodation  much  more  comfortable  in  every  way,  and  there 
are  now  no  complaints  as  to  feeling  cold,  and  having  no  suitable  waiting 
room. 

The  number  of  new  cases  attending  is  steadily  on  the  increase,  but 
a  fact  that  is  even  more  satisfactory  is  that  the  number  of  reattendances 
is  larger  still. 

Regular  monthly  or  fortnightly  visits,  as  the  case  may  be,  are  now 
becoming  the  rule,  while  the  proportion  of  women  coming  only  for 
4 ‘support’ 5  is  on  the  decrease.  In  more  than  one  case  during  the  year 
conditions  more  serious  than  pregnancy  were  found  on  examination. 
These  were  referred  to  their  own  doctors,  who  arranged  for  the  necessary 
treatment  to  be  carried  out. 

ANTE  NATAL  SCHEME. 


During  1933,  458  cases  booked  by  midwives  were  notified  to  their 
doctors  for  ante-natal  examination. 

Doctors  returned  reports  on  109  of  these  cases  and  it  will  be  seen 
that  abnormalities  were  found  in  41  of  these  cases.

SCHOOL  CLINICS  —

TUBERCULOSIS. 

THE  TUBERCULOSIS  CLINIC. 

The  Clinic  continues,  as  in  former  years,  to  be  held  at  Mill  House, 
Stranton  on  Tuesday  and  Thursday  afternoons,  and  in  the  morning  of 
the  first  Wednesday  in  each  month. 

The  Table  on  page  24  gives  in  statistical  form  a  record  of  the  work 
done  at  the  Dispensary  during  the  year.  As  compared  with  the  record 
for  the  previous  year  the  table  calls  for  little  or  no  comment,  the  number 
of  cases  dealt  with  and  the  number  of  attendances  made  being  almost 

O 

exactly  the  same. 
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The  Dispensary  has  two  main  functions— firstly  to  aid  in  tho 
diagnosis  of  tuberculosis,  and  secondly  to  supervise  those  cases  which  are 
known  to  be  tubercular.  Consequently  the  Dispensary  must  work  in  close 
co-operation  with  the  medical  practitioners  in  the  town,  and  it  is  very 
pleasing  to  put  on  record  that  the  medical  practitioners  co-operate  in  a 
very  friendly  manner.  There  can  be  no  doubt  but  that  the  practitioner 
is  in  the  very  front  line  in  the  war  against  tuberculosis,  and  from  the 
dispensary  viewpoint  one  must  pay  tribute  to  the  capable  and  painstaking 
manner  in  which  the  practitioners  of  this  town  tackle  a  disease  which  is 
often  baffling  and  elusive  in  its  detection. 

TUBERCULOSIS  STATISTICS. 

The  tables  showing  in  statistical  form  the  extent  of  the  tuberculosis 
work  done  during  the  year  are  given  in  the  pages  which  follow,  and  in 
appendices  24 — 27.  The  work  done  at  the  Dispensary  has  already  been 
commented  on. 

Appendix  24  shows  the  number  of  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  of  all 
forms  which  have  been  notified  during  the  year.  The  figure  this  year  is 
145  as  compared  with  171  in  1932.  This  decrease  is  not  due  to  a  decrease 
in  the  most  common  form  of  tuberculosis,  viz.,  lungs  and  abdomen,  which 
actually  show  an  increase,  but  is  due  chiefly  to  a  marked  decrease  in 
tuberculosis  of  bones  and  joints. 

Appendix  25  shows  that  the  number  of  deaths  from  tuberculosis 
in  the  year  1933  was  65,  as  compared  with  81  in  the  previous  year. 

Appendix  27  is  worth  some  consideration.  It  shows  the  interval 
between  notification  and  death.  It  is  significant  that  more  than  half 
of  the  fatal  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  died  within  six  months  of 
notification,  or  died  before  being  notified.  This  is  a  serious  matter — 
it  signifies  that  many  of  the  cases  are  coming  to  light  at  a  stage  when 
nothing  can  be  done  for  them.  As  I  have  said  in  previous  years,  the  most 
probable  reason  for  this  is  that  people  delay  too  long  before  consulting 
their  doctor. 

In  a  brief  resume  of  the  figures  for  the  year,  one  may  say  that  we 
have  had  fewer  new  cases  and  fewer  deaths  from  tuberculosis.  Pleasing 
as  these  facts  may  be,  there  nevertheless  remains  the  fact  that  we  have 
had  145  cases  of  tuberculosis  notified  and  65  cases  died  of  tuberculosis  ; 
and  the  lesson  to  be  learnt  from  this  is  that  we  have  a  considerable  distance 
to  travel  yet  before  we  can  eradicate  tuberculosis,  it  would  be  a  tremend¬ 
ous  mistake  to  falter  in  our  fight,  and  the  disease  must  be  tackled  from 
all  angles- — Medical,  Social  and  Economic,

The  number  of  cases  which  attended  for  the  first  time  during  the 
year  is  156,  as  compared  with  157  in  the  previous  year.  This  means  that 
there  is  practically  no  change  in  the  incidence  of  Venereal  Diseases  in  this 
Borough.  One  must  remember  that  this  number  does  not  show  all  the 
cases  in  the  borough  ;  there  are  many  cases  treated  privately,  and  one 
is  afraid  that  there  must  be  cases  which  receive  no  treatment.  One  must 
conclude  from  this  that  there  is  much  need  for  active  propaganda  against 
Venereal  Diseases. 

It  is  again  interesting  to  note  that  the  number  of  cases  which  ceased 
to  attend  before  being  discharged  is  less  than  in  the  previous  year.  This 
is  a  pleasing  feature,  as  it  seems  to  suggest  that  the  patients  are  beginning 
to  realise  the  gravity  of  the  disease  which  they  have  contracted. 

FEMALE  CLINIC. 

The  total  number  of  attendances  at  this  Clinic  shows  a  decrease 
from  that  of  the  previous  year,  but  the  patients  under  treatment  have 
come  with  praise-worthy  regularity.  There  has  been  an  occasional 
defaulter,  who  has  usually  turned  up  after  a  lengthened  period  “not 
feeling  well”  and  seeking  further  treatment. 

There  is  one  elass  of  patient,  however,  which  seems  to  be  on  the 
increase.  To  this  group  belongs  the  woman  who  fears  that  she  may  have 
contracted  one  or  both  of  the  diseases,  and  who  lias  the  courage  to  come 
and  have  the  necessary  tests  performed,  so  that  her  mind  may  be  set  at 
rest,  or  that  she  may  have  the  requisite  treatment,  it  is  satisfactory 
to  know  that  women  are  more  and  more  taking  advantage'  of  the  preventive 
side  of  the  Clinic,  and  realising  that  it  is  a  place  of  help  and  not  of  censure, 
for  the  best  work  is  done  both  in  gonorrhoea  and  in  syphilis  when  cases 
receive  treatment  in  the  early  stages  of  the  disease.

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SCAVENGING  AND  REFUSE  DISPOSAL. 

The  Health  Committee  adopted  a  system  of  controlled  tipping, 
and  leased  for  this  purpose  High  Springwell  Plantation.  In  connection 
with  this,  the  Borough  Engineer  has  kindly  given  me  the  following 
information. 

The  site  is  situate  about  3  miles  from  the  centre  of  the  town,  on  the 
west  side  of  the  Easington  Road,  8f  acres  in  extent,  and  is  computed  to 
receive  the  refuse  for  a  period  of  ten  years. 

A  natural  depression,  partly  wooded  with  trees  and  thickly  covered 
with  scrub  and  brambles,  had  to  be  cleared,  and  a  stream  which  runs 
along  the  plantation  will  require  to  be  culverted  in. 

The  system  of  controlled  tipping  is  based  on  precautions  issued  by 
the  Ministry  of  Health  and  has  been  adopted  at  Bradford  with  great 
satisfaction. 

The  system  follows  the  rule  that  deposits  be  made  in  layers  not 
exceeding  6  feet  in  depth,  which  is  deemed  sufficient  to  prevent  combustion, 
each  layer  to  be  covered  on  all  surfaces  exposed  to  the  air  with  at  least 
9  inches  of  earth,  not  more  than  100  sq.  yards  to  be  left  uncovered  at  any 
one  time. 

Although  it  is  provided  that  no  refuse  be  left  uncovered  more  than 
72  hours  from  the  time  of  deposit,  the  bay  of  refuse  deposit  when  not 
completed  is  covered  off  with  mats  and  bags  and  these  removed  for  the 
next  morning’s  work. 

The  system  is  more  sanitary,  in  that  it  eliminates  the  indiscriminate 
dumping  of  refuse,  which  often  gives  rise  to  complaints  ;  it  is  hygienic 
in  that  putrescihle  matter,  if  any,  is  covered  with  such  despatch  and 
protection  as  to  avoid  risk  of  nuisance  ;  it  stops  the  picking  over  by 
unauthorised  persons  in  search  of  salvage  (such  salvage  being  performed 
by  the  Corporation’s  own  men  during  the  course  of  spreading)  ;  that  by 
the  filling  in  of  the  depression  land  is  reclaimed  for  agricultural  purposes 
and  that  the  aggregation  of  clinker  as  the  result  of  incineration  of  refuse 
at  the  Destructor  is  avoided,  the  latter  works  only  being  employed  for 
shop  refuse. 

There  is  an  average  deposit  of  55  loads  per  diem,  and  the  refuse 
is  covered  off  with  clean  excavated  soil  brought  to  the  site  by  building 
contractors  and  others,  who  obtain  a  place  of  disposal  without  charge.

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HOUSING. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  in  the  borough  at  the  end  of  1933 
was  16,672,  with  a  population  of  70,790.  This  gives  a  figure  of  4*25  persons 
per  house. 


In  1933,  698  houses,  and  13  houses  and  shops  were  built  in  the 
borough,  making  a  total  of  711  additional  dwellings.  All  this  building 
was  done  by  private  enterprise  and  no  building  was  done  by  the  Corporation. 


This  makes  an  addition  of  between  4  and  5%  of  the  total  houses 
in  the  borough,  and  is  almost  twice  the  number  provided  by  the  Corporation 
and  by  private  enterprise  last  year.  How  long  this  rate  of  progress  will 
be  maintained  it  is  very  difficult  to  foresee,  but  from  figures  presented 
monthly  up  to  the  time  of  writing,  the  rate  of  progress  for  1934  is  even 
greater,  and  in  spite  of  this  our  demolition  rate  is  almost  negligible. 


Housing  programmes  have  been  put  forward  but  at  the  moment 
have  been  rejected  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  as  inadequate.  Houses 
were  brought  forward  to  the  Health  Committee  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors 
and  myself,  but  these  were  sadly  whittled  down  and  undertakings  by  the 
owners  were  accepted. 


Our  experience  has  been  that  these  undertakings,  in  the  majority, 
have  been  carried  out  in  the  letter  only,  and  even  now  these  same  houses 
are  again  requiring  attention.  Repairs  if  they  are  to  be  worth  while  must 
make  the  house  habitable  for  some  ten  years  or  more,  and  must  at  the 
same  time  bring  the  house  into  conformity  with  the  general  standard 
of  housing  in  the  area. 


With  the  totally  inadequate  sanitary  staff  it  has  been  impossible 
to  do  a  thorough  survey  of  the  housing  of  the  area,  as  it  ought  to  be  done, 
and  we  have  never  been  able  to  come  forward  with  a  full  knowledge  of 
the  conditions  prevailing  in  every  street  in  the  borough. 


So  far  we  have  only  been  able  to  scratch  at  the  surface  of  the 
problem  and  have  been  doing  so  for  some  fifteen  or  more  years. 
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I  am  not  suggesting  that  we  have  large  slum  problems  to  deal  with, 
but  people  are  living,  unsuspected  and  undiscovered,  in  conditions  which 
ought  to  have  been  dealt  with  years  ago.  The  number  of  houses  to  be 
dealt  with  for  demolition  or  repair  ought  to  exceed  by  many  hundreds 
the  figures  brought  forward,  and  when  the  true  state  of  affairs  is  known 
the  Corporation  should  at  least  build  up  to  their  housing  programme  of 
1930,  and  in  addition  make  some  definite  move  forward  with  areas  selected 
for  clearance  or  improvement. 

It  follows  from  what  I  have  said  that  the  conditions  of  overcrowding 
in  our  borough  are  only  estimated,  and  no  definite  knowledge  of  its  extent 
or  seriousness  exists  at  the  moment.

PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


If  we  take  a  look  back  over  the  past  ten  years,  1933  does  not  rank 
as  a  bad  year,  and  with  one  exception  it  records  the  lowest  figures  for  all 
notifiable  diseases,  but  compared  with  last  year  there  is  a  steep  rise  in 
Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  Typhoid  and  Erysipelas.  Scarlet  Fever  con¬ 
tinues  mild  and  no  deaths  occurred.  Diphtheria  on  the  other  hand  has 
proved  very  troublesome,  and  many  very  severe  cases  were  met  with,  and 
the  mortality  rate  was  high.  In  spite  of  all  our  efforts  cases  were  received 
into  hospital  almost  hopeless  from  the  start,  and  again  some  apparently 
mild  cases  succumbed  through  heart  failure,  with  little  or  no  warning, 
in  spite  of  every  care. 

Typhoid  Fever,  including  Para-Typhoid,  varied  greatly  in  its 
severity,  and  the  two  outbreaks  I  deal  with  in  another  report.  The 
mortality  from  this  disease  was  extremely  low. 

Erysipelas  during  the  past  year  or  so  has  shown  a  tendency  to 
become  more  prevalent,  and  at  the  same  time  more  severe. 


In  April  of  this  year  the  Infectious  Disease  Hospital  was  opened 
by  Alderman  T.  Clarkson  to  accommodate  some  48  patients  (Scarlet 
Fever  24,  Diphtheria  16,  and  a  cubicle  block  of  8  beds).  The  hospital 
fills  a  long  needed  want  in  the  health  services  of  the  Borough. 


From  the  figures  given  below  the  necessity  for  such  an  institution 
is  only  too  evident,  and  the  results  obtained  speak  well  for  the  care  of  the 
patients.  The  high  mortality  from  Diphtheria  is  not  confined  to  any 
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one  area,  but  has  been  noted  throughout  the  country  as  a  whole,  and 
apart  from  this  the  mortality  rate  speaks  volumes  for  the  nursing  care 
which  is  provided.

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TYPHOID  FEVER  AND  PARA-TYPHOID  FEVER,  1933. 

As  I  reported  before,  the  continued  prevalence  of  typhoid  fever 
in  the  Borough  during  the  past  few  years  has  caused  the  department 
considerable  uneasiness,  but  during  the  opening  months  of  the  year  we 
were  being  gradually  lulled  into  a  false  sense  of  security,  when  three  cases 
were  reported  in  May. 

The  outbreak  was  confined  to  one  family,  and  was  definitely  traced 
by  interrogation  to  a  known  carrier.  The  type  of  the  infection  was  B. 
Typhosus  Group  O,  and  the  cases  were  severely  ill,  with  marked 
depression,  accompanied  by  a  well-marked  and  widespread  rash. 

The  stools  of  the  carrier  were  examined  and  it  was  found  that  they 
still  contained  B.  Typhosus  which  fell  into  Group  0.  The  history  of  the 
carrier  revealed  that  whilst  in  hospital  she  had  a  very  severe  illness,  with 
much  depression,  and  well-marked  rash.  During  her  prolonged  stay  in 
hospital,  a  certain  amount  of  experience  had  been  gained,  through  ob¬ 
servation,  of  the  nursing  of  invalids,  and  in  a  mistaken  charity  she  assisted 
in  the  nursing  of  a  small  boy,  and  passed  on  her  infection  to  the  family. 

No  further  outbreak  of  this  disease  occurred  until  the  end  of  October 
when  a  boy  suspected  of  eating  winkles  fell  a  victim  to  it,  followed  a  month 
later  by  his  mother.  All  these  cases  did  well  and  proceeded  to  full  recovery. 

Para- Typhoid  Fever,  Group  B. 

In  the  early  part  of  June  we  had  two  cases  of  Para-typhoid  Fever 
occuring  in  children  belonging  to  the  same  family,  and  then  in  July  we 
had  seven  cases  reported.  A  common  milk  supply  was  noted  in  four  of 
the  seven  families  concerned. 

Examination  of  all  connected  with  the  local  dairy  was  carried  out 
immediately,  but  with  negative  results.  At  the  same  time  the  local 
authority  in  whose  area  the  farms  supplying  the  milk  were  situated,  was 
asked  for  any  information  of  illness  associated  with  the  farms  or  milk 
workers.  After  some  delay  we  were  informed  that  there  was  no  history 
of  illness.  Cases  continued  to  crop  up,  still  connected  with  the  same  milk 
supply,  and  finally  we  heard  from  the  local  authority  that  a  case  of  para¬ 
typhoid  fever  had  been  removed  from  one  of  the  suspected  farms,  and 
further  that  on  closer  questioning  it  was  elicited  that  the  farmer  himself 
had  previously  suffered  with  diarrhoea,  but  that  at  the  time  it  was  con¬ 
sidered  negligible  and  of  no  significance. 
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Steps  were  then  taken  at  the  farm  in  one  or  two  cases,  and  the 
farmer’s  stools  proved  to  contain  Para-typhoid  B.  After  considerable 
delay  the  stools  of  a  suspected  servant  were  investigated  and  proved 
‘ 'suspicious”.  The  farmer  and  his  household  were  ordered  not  to  engage 
in  milking  or  anything  connected  with  it,  and  a  water  supply  which  was 
discovered  to  be  grossly  polluted  was  discontinued  and  a  new  supply 
procured  elsewhere,  and  finally  in  October  a  definite  clearance  was  given 
to  the  farmer  and  a  maidservant. 

This  outbreak  ran  to  24  cases,  distributed  over  five  months,  and 
twelve  cases  were  supplied  with  milk  coming  from  this  farm. 


Eleven  of  the  twelve  directly  associated  cases  were  found  in  the 
earlier  part  of  the  outbreak,  and  only  one  occurred  just  prior  to  the  clear¬ 
ance  having  been  given  for  the  farm.  The  remainder,  apart  from  obviously 
secondary  cases,  could  not  be  connected  with  any  particular  source,  and 
must  be  presumed  to  have  arisen  from  this  milk,  or  from  missed  cases, 
for  it  is  obvious  that  even  with  intermittent  infection,  many  more  cases 
should  have  arisen  from  an  infected  milk  supply.  I  am  definitely  of  the 
opinion  that  this  was  a  milk-borne  outbreak  of  Para-typhoid  fever,  but 
with  some  very  unusual  features.  There  was  never  at  any  one  time  an 
outburst  of  cases  spread  throughout  the  town  and  all  traceable  to  a  common 
source. 

In  only  one  family  did  more  than  one  case  occur  by  direct  milk 
infection,  and  apart  from  one  woman  passing  the  disease  on  to  her  husband 
no  immediate  relatives  seemed  to  suffer. 

Only  one  case  proved  fatal,  the  death  occurring  in  the  case  of  a  man 
of  66  years,  who  had  been  in  poor  health  for  some  considerable  time. 
Owing  to  the  precarious  condition  of  his  health,  and  the  suitability  of  his 
own  home  for  isolation,  he  was  not  removed  to  hospital. 

The  period  of  anxiety  and  worry  for  your  officers  was  greatly 
prolonged  through  no  fault  of  their  own.  Each  case  and  family  were  put 
through  a  tremendous  amount  of  questioning  by  the  officials  of  this 
department,  and  I  personally  interrogated  each  case  in  hospital,  and  the 
relatives  at  their  homes.  Whilst  appreciating  the  difficulties  from  our 
own  experience,  one  cannot  refrain  from  thinking  that  if  the  same 
enthusiasm  had  been  displayed  at  the  source,  the  outbreak  would  have 
been  controlled  at  a  much  earlier  date, 
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The  outbreak  has  shown  the  difficulties  we  are  sometimes  up  against 
in  controlling  immediately  and  at  its  source  an  outbreak  which  has  its 
origin  in  some  other  authority’s  area,  and  the  inadequacy  of  our  powers 
in  dealing  with  such  a  situation.  The  futility  of  a  day-to-day  stoppage 
or  sterilization  of  the  milk  at  a  dairy,  when  the  real  source  at  a  farm 
continues  unrecognized  and  perhaps  remittent  over  a  number  of  months, 
is  obvious.  One  only  succeeds  in  ruining  an  innocent  dairyman’s  business. 

I  would  rather  suggest  notification,  even  in  cases  where  we  have 
only  suspicion,  to  a  central  authority,  who  should  have  powers  to  step  in 
immediately  and  take  appropriate  action.  Etiquette  or  consideration  of 
feelings  should  not  stand  in  the  way  when  lives  and  much  money  are  at 
stake. 


I  consider  that  we  were  fortunate  to  escape  so  lightly  in  view  of 
the  period  over  which  the  infection  lasted,  and  the  seeming  failure  to 
appreciate  the  gravity  of  the  situation  by  the  authorities  concerned,  in 
spite  of  the  lesson  learned  in  Yorkshire  not  many  months  previously,  and 
not  many  miles  removed. 

I  warned  all  the  general  practitioners  in  the  area  of  the  presence 
of  para-typhoid  infection  and  I  feel  confident  that  the  active  co-operation 
and  the  keenness  displayed  by  them  helped  in  no  small  measure  to  confine 
the  trouble  to  a  relatively  small  compass. 

The  five  cases  of  typhoid  fever  were  definitely  text- book  cases, 
all  seriously  ill,  and  not  likely  to  be  overlooked  by  an  intelligent  observer. 
They  ran  a  typical  course  and  all  proceeded  to  complete  recovery,  the 
only  marked  feature  being  a  profound  depression  which  called  for  special 

care  and  tact  from  those  in  attendance. 

* 

The  para-typhoid  infection  varied  widely  in  the  different  cases, 
from  those  that  seemed  to  have  been  picked  up  by  mere  chance  and  were 
scarcely  ill  or  only  slightly  so,  to  very  severe  cases,  resembling  at  the  out¬ 
set  an  acute  attack  of  cerebro-spinal  fever,  from  which  disease  the 
differential  diagnosis  had  to  be  made.  All  the  cases  with  the  exception 
of  the  one  mentioned  earlier  in  the  report  proceeded  to  complete  recovery.
